Nine Missing 
As Freighter 
Rams Barge 


13 of 40 Crewmen 
Injured; Captain 
Dies in Pilot House 
BUFFALO, N. Y.—(AP) 


—Twelve seamen were re 
ported dead or missing today 
after a freighter struck 
gasoline-loaded barge and a 
resulting explosion set three 
vessels afire in Buffalo har 
bor. 


The coast guard said a 


charred mass of debris in the 
cabin of the tug Dauntless 
probably contained 
bodies 


At first, the coast guard hac 
reported the mass was a pile 
of at least four bodies. 


Three bodies had been re- 


covered earlier. 


The coast guard listed nine 


men, six from the tug, as 
missing. 


The Great Lakes freighter Fen- 


obscot rammed the loaded oil 
barge Morania shortly after 8 pjn 
(CST) last night, and the barge 
exploded. Its 800,000 gallons of 
gasoline showered the freighter 
and the rug, which was pushing 
the barge. 


The 454-foot, 6,500-ton freighter 


was one of the largest on the 
Great Lakes. 


Cause Not Learned 


The cause of the accident was 


not determined. The harbor was 
dark, but the night was clear. The 
coast guard and owners of the 
craft were investigating. 


The Penobscot, which, had un- 


loaded a grajn cargo Sunday, was 
leaving the harbor for Detroit and 
Duluth. The barge was inbound. 


The coast guard said the pile of 


bodies found on the tug would ac- 
count for the six members of the 
crew that had been listed aa miss- 
ing. The body of one unidentified 
tug crewman had been found 
earlier. The captain escaped with 
minor injuries. 


Two crewmen from, the Penob- 


scot and one of the two bargemen 
were listed as missing. 


Captain Dies 


Capt. Louis Guyette of the Pen- 


obscot and his helmsman, Roy 
Richardson, 56, both of Port Hur- 
on, Mich., died heroically in the 
freighter's 
pilot 
house. 
Their 


bodies also were recovered earlier. 


At first, the coast guard report- 


ed 14 missing and three known 
dead. 


At least 13 of the 40 crewmen 


reported aboard the three vessels 
were injured, apparently not seri- 
ously, the coast guard said. 


Captain Guyette and his helms-

World Rocked 
By Turmoil, 
Says Kazmayer 
In Throes of 3-Fold 
Revolution, Rotary 
Speaker Claims Here

"The world is in a three-fold 


revolution," Robert Kazmay- 
er. noted lecturer and foreign 
affairs authority, told a large 
audience last night at the 
Loveland Community house. 
"And it appears that there is 
going to be no normalcy in 
the world until that revolution 
has spent its course." 


And, Kazmayer said, we need an 


overall picture of the world in this 
three-fold revolution to understand 
what is happening today. 


The revolutionary trends he out- 


lined were: 


1. A change from a scientific 


and mechanical age to an age of 
atomic power. 


2. A protest and revolt by the 


masses against autocratic pow- 
er and government. 


3. A fight by the underprivi- 


leged nations for a place in the 
sun against the "have" nations. 
Russia, according to Kazmayer, 


is using this revolution to her ad- 
vantage. That is the danger of this 
revolution for us. Russia is ma- 
neuvering every phase of this 
revolution in every nation of the 
world in order to make her posi- 
tion more strong and her influence 
more complete.

But in Kazmayef s opinion Rus- 


sia is not-going to start a war—at 
least not at present.- He aays Rus- 
sia will continue to push for weak 
spots in the armor of the western 
nations, using -the feelings of 
rising national groups of the color- 
ed nations to her advantage—such 
as in Iran and Egypt. 


The only way we can meet this 


probing of our armor is to make a 
firm stand. Kazmayer cited ex- 
amples of how we stood up to the 
Russians 
and caused them to 


break down the Berlin airlift and 
American aid against the Greek 
Communist guerrillas. 


Kazmayer predicted that Russia 


will push its position even farther 
than it has yet done without start- 
ing an all-out shooting war. 


He thinks that the Soviet Union

At Las Vegas

Mushroom in Sky 


LAS VEGAS, NEV. — (AP)— 


The third atomic detonation in the 
Atomic Energy Commission's cur- 
rent test series—a bright glow in 
the sky northwest of here—went 
off at 9:01 a.m. today. 


It was the largest of the present 


series, which has included a baby 
blast from a tower and a slightly 
more spectacular drop from a 
plane. 


About a minute after the flash, 


a column of mushrooming cloud 
literally shot up into the sky. 


The light itself was white, much 


like a giant camera flash bulb. 
There was a light purple tinge at 
the start* 


Mushroom Beautiful 


The mushroom was a beautiful 


thing, observers agreed. The top 
burgeoned out, at the apex of a 
towering stem. 


There was no shock felt in Las 


Vegas within the time limit neces- 
sary for sound waves normally to 
travel from the Ucca flat range 
more than 75 miles from here. 


That would indicate that it was 


considerably less severe than sev- 
eral during a series last February, 
two of which broke windows in 
Las Vegas.

own admission have violated both, 
the law of God and man. You 
are guilty of murder. 


"Never did it occur to me, aa

the mantle of Judicial authority, 
confronted with the terrifying re- 
sponsibility of

as a prisoner of war of the Japa- 
nese. 


Purple Heart Vet 


"He was wounded and had re- 


reived the Purple Heart medal be- 
fore being taken prisoner," she 
wrote. "When he was discharged 
in 1946, he was given 60 per cent 
disability." 


He stayed in the reserves and 


was culled into active service last 
November. 


Mrs. Corder continued: 
He was ordered overseas last 


February but wai hospitalized be- 


to* the present time—to-live, as a 
member,of hitman society. Why,

midwest and chances are this 
dangerous disease may flare up 
in other livestock areas this fall, 
authorities cautioned farmers to- 
day.

Animal Health reported three out- 
breaks of the "sudden death killer" 
m Illinois, where cattle and swine 
were its principal victims.

mer," the foundation said. Germs 
which cause the disease are often 
spread to lowland pastures and 
overflow grounds under flood con- 
ditions.

On June 15,1950, an Emergency Board 
appointed by the President under the 
terms of the Railway Labor Act—an Act 
largely fathered by the unions themselves 
—made its recommendations on certain 
wage and working conditions ("rules" in 
railroad language) which had been in dis- 
pute between employes and the railroads. 


More Than 90% of Employes Accept 


Since then, terms equal to or better than 
the Board recommendations have been 
accepted by about 1,200,000 railroad em- 
ployes—more than 90% of the total of all 
workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 


Less Than 10% Refuse 


But three unions—with about 130.000 
men, or less than 10^ of the total—have 
refused to accept, e\en after months of 
negotiations. These three unions are the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firprnen 
and Enpmpmen. and the Order of Railway 
Conductor*. These are three of the so- 
called "operating"' unions Already the 
highest paid men in the industry," their 
leader-! demand "HI further advantages 
over other worker? 


In all, there are about 270,000 operating 


employes. But not all of them, by any 
means, are represented by BLE, BLF&E. 
or ORC. As a matter of fact, less thari 
half—132,000 to bo exart—are in these 
three unions 
More than half—about 


140,000—are in other unions, principally 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard 
to understand is that these 140,000 op- 
erating employes are working under wafc'es 
and rules which the leaders of the other 
130,000 say they cannot agree to. 


What Do the Railroads Offer? 


They offer these three unions the same 
settlement which was contained in a Mem- 
orandum of Agreement signed at the White 
House on December 21, 1950, by four 
brotherhoods and the railroads. Later 
these brotherhoods sought to repudiate 
this agreement. But on May 25,1951, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen signed 
a complete agreement carrying out the 


principles of the Memorandum Agreement 
of December 21. They have been working 
under this agreement since May 25. 


What About Wages? 


Under the terms of the agreement, yard 
engineers, firemen and conductors would 
now be receiving a wage increase of $ 34 
an hour ($2.72 a day) and road engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be re- 
ceiving an increase of 19H cents an hour 
($1.56 per day). Large sums of retroactive 
pay have already accrued and if the agree- 
ment is carried out, will be paid promptly. 
What About "Cost of Living" Increases? 
The White House Agreement includes an 
'"escalator" clause under which wages will 
be geared to changes in the Government's 
cost-of-livmg index. Two such increases 
—April and July, 1951—havealready been 
paid to the 90% of railroad employes cov- 
ered by signed agreements. 


What About the 40-Hour Week? 


The White House Agreement calls for the 
e«( a bli^hment of the 40-hour week m prin- 
ciple, for employes in yard service. The 
employes can have it any time after Jan- 
uary ], 1952, provided the manpower sit- 
uation is such that the railroads can get 
enough men to perform the work with 
reasonable regularity at straight time 
rates. If the parties do not agree on the 
q«?sticr. of availability of manpower, the 
White House Agreement provides arbitra- 
tion by arefereeappointed by the President. 


What Else Do the Union 


Leaders Demand ? 


The continued quibbling of the leaders of 
the three unions has to do principally with 


rules changes, which have already been 
agreed to by the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. Of these, the principal one 
seems to be that having to do with so- 
called "interdivisional service"—runs 
which take in two or more seniority dis- 
tricts. 


The union leaders would bar progress 


and efficiency in the industry, and better 
service to the public, by maintaining a 
situation where they can arbitrarily stop 
a railroad from establishing such inter- 
divisional runs. The carriers propose that 
if a railroad wishes to set up an inter- 
divisional run, the railroad and the unions 
should try to agree on such run and the 
conditions which should surround its es- 
tablishment, and if the railroad and the 
unions can't agree, the matter will be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 


But the three union leaders still refuse. 


RuSes Can Be Arbitrated 


The railroads have not only offered these 
three unions the same rules agreed to by 
the BRT and covered by the white House 
Agreement, but have even agreed to sub- 
mit such rules to arbitration. 


The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 


With the pattern so firmly established in 
the railroad industry, it seems fair to sug- 
gest that the leaders of BLE, BLF&E 
and ORC stop their qtiibblir.^ and take 
action to make the railroad labor picture 
100% complete. Certainly today's eco- 
nomic and international situation calls for 
a united front. And certainly no good rea- 
son has been advanced why these three 
union* should b« preferred over all other 
railroad employes.

Possible Soybean Price Peak-" 


URBANA—A University of Illinois authority says 


he believes soybean prices may already have risen to just 
about their peak for this early in the season. 


In fact, agricultural economist G. L. Jordan would 


not be at all surprised if the season's peak occurred in 
December or January, which is much earlier than usual. 


The recent price rise to about $2.65 during harvest 


may largely replace the usual increase that normally 
comes later in the marketing season. This would be true 
on the basis of prospective average bean prices, barring 
any further serious inflation and an exceptional export 
demand. 
. , 
Jordan thinks price movements are likely to be er- 


ratic this season, but less so than in 1950-51. He em- 
phasizes the fact that there is nothing in sight ^o sug- 
gest that soybean prices will approach last year's peak. 
Holding beans for as much as $3 would therefore seem 
to be pretty risky.

happen to me." They were seri- 
ously injured and some were even 
killed by their own corn pickers. 


Can Be Safe 


But your picker can be just as 


safe as you want to make it. A 
safe picker is one that is mechani- 
'cally sound, well adjusted and op- 
erated right. 


Heie are four safety tips from 


Bowers. Follow them- religiously 
and you should finish picking your 
corn without injury. 


1. NEVER try to unclog, adjust, 


oil or grease your picker while it is 
running-. ALWAYS shut off the 
power and take off the shaft be- 
fore you do any work on it. 


2. Never be m a hurry. Bowers 


says one of the biggest dangers 
with pickers comes when the op- 
erator gets in a hurry to finish 
Which is better—playing it slow 
and safe, or winding up in the hos- 
pital minus a hand or foot because 
you got careless while trying to 
hurry ? 


3. Another big danger scomes in 


running your corn picker when 
you're tired. Many a hand or foot 
has been lost when a tired, irri- 
tated operator tried to unclog the 
rolls carelessly along toward dusk. 
If you have the quahfeid men, 
change operators once in a while. 


If you ha\e a fear of pickers, let 
someone else take your place. 


4. It's wise to cairy a fire ex- 


tinguisher on the tractor. During 
coin picking theie's always some 
danger that the shucks may catch 
fire from a hot manifold. A fire

Influences Beef Sales 


Field reports indicate that this 


is influencing the sale of beef 
cattle. It is said some cattle feed- 
ers have figured that additional 
sales before Jan. 1 would push 
their taxes up to a point where all 
.their profit would be taken to 
"^satisfy higher-bracket taxes. 


Of course there is considerable 


gamble in postponing sales until 
a. new tax year. Its always pos- 
sible tax rates will be increased in 
the new tax year to offset savings 
resulting from postponement. 


There also is the possibility that 


by carying over production from 
one year to another the farmer 
will be creating a similar situa- 


Wtion for himself at the close of 
"the next tax year 


On the other hand, there always 


is a chance that drought, insects 
or other factors will cut his pro- 
duction in the new tax year to 
create a situation under which he 
would have taxes by having post- 
poned sales 


In recent years, with increases 


in tax rates, marketings of grain 
and livestock usually dip notice- 
Ably late in December and pick 
"up sharply in January 


The agriculture department has 


taken this tax factor into ac- 
count in operating ita farm com- 
modity price support programs. It 
is possibla to get price-support 
loans on most crops through 
January in the year after they 
are grown 


The loans, which, eventually 


must be reported as income, are 
taxable for the year they were

Census Figures Shoiv Negro 
Population Moves From South 


BY GORDON BROWN 


AP Special Washington Service 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — There 


was a definite trend of Negro 
population away from the South 
to industrial areas of the country 
during the 1940-1950 decade, cen- 
sus figures showed today. 


The Census bureau hasn't yet 


issued its final figures on popula- 
tion by races or on movement of 
population from state to state, but 
a tabulation of its preliminary 
figures on white and non-white 
population for each state shows 
the trend. 


The bureau classifies as non- 


white the country's Negro, Indian 
and Asiatic population except in 
certain instances the non-White 
population is virtually all Negro. 


This is the picture: 


At Standstill 


From 1940 to 1950 the non- 


White population of the 13 South- 
ern states, commonly known as 
"The South," was virtually at a 
standstill, showing a net gain of 
only 55,637. Seven of the 
13 


states showed declines. 


During the same period the 


White population in those states 
gained 4,453,354—nearly 100 times 
the gain showed by the Negro 
population. 


In that' decade the non-White 


population of "eight major indus- 
trial states—California, 
Illinois, 


Michlga, Missouri, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio and Pennsylvania 
—rose from 2,808,549 to 4,364,000, 
a gain of 1,555,451. 


7,887,052 Rise 


, And in that same decade the 


White population of those eight 
states rose 7,887,052. 


In other words, in the South the 


White population gained about 16 
per cent and the Negro population 
gained a half of one per cent. 


But in the eight industrial states 


the White population gained about 
14 per cent and the non-White 
population nearly 55 per cent. Of 
the 13 Southern states, seven 
showed actual declines in non- 
White population. They were Mis- 
sissippi, A l a b a m a , Arkansas, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Oklahoma and 
Texas. Southern states showing a 
gain in Negro population were 
Florida with 90,000 Increase", Vir- 
ginia with 75,000, North Carolina 
with 75,000, Louisiana, South'Car- 
olina and Tennessee. 


Shows Migration 


The net gain in Negro popula- 


tion in the Southern states, ex- 
perts say, does not equal what 
the natural increase through births 
would be for the 10 years. Thus 
obviously there was a migration 
of Negroes from the area some- 
time during the 10 years. 


The census figures show that 


in 1940 the Negro population was 
approximately 33 per cent of the 
White population in "the 13 South- 
ern states. In 1950 it was down 
to about 30 per cent. 


On the'other hand in the eight 


industrial states the Negro popu- 
lation was about five per cent of 
the White population in 1940. by 
1950 it had increased to about 
seven per cent.

Pegler Sketches Background of Author Who Wrote 


Book Publicized as "Truthful"

NEW YORK—The Herald Tribune and the New York Times 


have had the gall to try to put over on the public as the work of an 
honest author, the latest book by a notorious sneak and liar named 
Avedis Bqghos Derounian, who goes under many false names includ- 
ing John Roy Carlson. I do riot know why they have returned to 
him like the Biblical dog. He seems to fascinate 
them. But this is a gloomy commentary on two 
New York papers which once were held in high 
esteem by much of the public and by all honest ^ 
newspaper workers. 


Why do they squander the public confidence 


which they formerly enjoyed to praise the exploits 
of one of the most notorious fakers of the time? 


Carlson has produced a new book called "Cairo 


to Damascus," in which he writes that he assumed 
a variety of guises and went on dangerous adven- 
tures among Arabs, Fascists and Jews in Pales- 
tine- 


The Times gave it two reviews. In one of them, covering almost 


a quarter of a page, Orville Prescott, a staff man, undertakes to as- 
sure the public, that "it is all true." 


Another review in the Sunday section, says: "In 'Under Cover' 


and 'The Plotters,' Carlson established a reputation for veracity 
and accuracy which was never seriously challenged." 


The Herald Tribune gave Carlson a quarter of a page in the 


weekly book review and more space in a gratuitous plug consisting of 
rank ballyhoo. The Sunday piece says he set down " 'The absolute 
truth' as he was convinced he had discovered it." 


It is doubtful that any other person purporting to be a reporter 


and author has a more notorious record. 


In New York, a policeman named John L. Drew, who had served 


17 years in a Jewish neighborhood with a clean record, was accused 
of anti-Semitism by Carlson. 


Drew was exonerated in a departmental trial. Police Commis- < 


sioner Valentine confirmed the verdict. 
Agitation continued and 


Mayor LaGuardia appointed "former police commissioner McLaughlin 
and two distinguished jurists, Fred E. Crain and Edward R. Finch, 
of the court of appeals, to review the case. They vindicated Drew. 
Alfred J- Talley, formerly a judge of special sessions, said that in 
50 years he had not encountered any person as reprehensible and 
untruthful as Carlson. 


In Salt Lake City a group of 


plaintiffs recover $10,000 in the 
federal court for false statements 
written by Carlson- 
' In Chicago, Federal Judge John 
P. Barnes, in a libel suit against 
E. P. Dutton, the publishers, said 
that if he had tried the case with- 
out a jury he would have assessed 
"very substantial" damages in- 
stead of the judgment of one 
dollar awarded by the jury. The

Decause Dutton had to pay the 
plaintiff's costs. 


Judge Barnes said the book, 


"Under Cover," -was "over 500 
lages of twaddle with a few out- 
rageous charges, of which any 
loyal citizen may very properly 
complain." The plaintiff had been 
charged with disloyalty to the 
United States. 


"And I didn't hear any evidence 


of the truth of those charges," he 
continued. "It wasn't attempted 
to show that he was a Nazi agent. 
Ct wasn't attempted to show that 
he was anti-Semitic. I think this 
book was written by a wholly ir- 
responsible person who was will- 
ing to say anything for money. I 
wouldn't believe him on oath. 


"I think that book was pub- 


lished by a publisher (Dutton) 
who was willing to publish any- 
thing for money. I don't think 
they made any adequate investi- 
gation, of the author. If they had 
they would not publish it unless 
they cared more for the almighty 
dollar than they care for human 
decency." 


Carlson and Dutton did not at- 


tempt to wipe out this''stain. 


In Boston, 
Conrad Chapman 


was accused by Carlson of hav- 
ing contact* with the Nazi min- 
istry of propaganda. 
Carlson's 


lawyers, lacking evidence to sup- 
port the charge, threw up their 
hands and Carlson, in effect, ad- 
mitted that he was a liar and a 
faker when he signed a retraction 
and apology. 


• In the face of all this. Orville 
Prescott of The Times wrote,that 
"All Americans who value liberty 
and love their country owe Mr. 
Carlson a debt of thanks. That 
debt is increased by the publica- 
tion of x x x x The Plotters'." 


Patrick Scanlon, the editor of 


the 
Catholic 
Brooklyn Tablet, 


challenged Prescott's review. 


Prescott 
replied that

Barnes was biased and irresponsi- 
ble,

obsession that Irita Van Doren, 
editor of the weekly book review, 
wrote that she had "investigated" 
Carlson "and found his claims to 
be substantiated at every point 
by the state department and the 
FBI with whom he worked at ^ 
considerable danger to himself in * 
the Interest of his country's wel- 
fare. 


Mrs. Van Doren later admitted 


that the state department had 
never expressed any opinion on 
Carlson. J. Edgar Hoover wrote 
that for three months in 1942 
Carlson was used as an "infor- 
mant" but contributed little of 
value and was dropped.

Rogge eventually left the depart- 
ment of justice and the indict- 
ments were dropped.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Follow the Discard Pile Rule 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


I have just dug my way out of 


a pile of questions and have come 
across nineteen letters that asked 
the same question about picking 
up a frozen pile. 
Each letter 


gave a different 
example, but 


they all boiled down to the same 
situation. 


Supuose the discard pile is fro- 


zen before either side melds. For 
example, the dealer may turn up 
a red three or a wild card as the 
first up-card Th« player at your 
right discards a seven . Can you, 
needing 90 points, put down Joker- 
K-K-K 
and a pair of sevens? 


Would it be equally legal (or il- 
legal) to put 
down Joker-K-K 


and three sevens? 


The answer is that either meld 


is perfectly legal and entitles you 
to the discard pile. You are al- 
lowed to take a frozen pile with 
a natural pair that matches the 
previous discard. 
If 
your side 


has not previously melded, your 
meld must add to the right total 
—but that total does not have to 
be in addition to your natural 
pair. 


To put it another way, the rule 


or taking the discard pile in an 
initial meld Is exactly the same 
whether the pile is frozen or un- 
frozen. The only difference arises 
when you make your initial meld 
from your hand and then want to 
take the discard pile later on. 


For example, suppose you need 


90 points and meld Joker-A-A 
from your hand. If the discard 
pile is not frozen, at your next 
turn to play you will be able to m 
take the pile with one matching* 
card and one wild card. Howvere, 
if the discard pile is frozen, you 
will still need a natural pair that 
matches the top card of the dis- 
card pile. 


Q—Four people sat down to play 


Canasta and after three complete 
hands had been played it was dis- 
covered that there wasn't a single 
joker in the pack. Should those 
three hands be counted? Two said J 
yes, and two said that it isn't 
Canasta without jokers. 


A—The three hands should be 


counted. 
This is a general prin- 


ciple of card Ramos. Once a hand 
i» completely played. It is too late 
to bring up the fact that the deck 
was deficient in some way. As a 
matter of fact, if the discovery 
were made while a hand was In 
progress, that hand would be con-- 
tinned and would be counted — ' 
provided tnat each player nso 
completed his first play.

song and Heartbreak Ridg*. A 
battalion of screaming Chinese 
stormed against Allied infantry- 
men in the early morning black- 
ness. 


U.N. troops, dug in on a ridge 


recently won from the Communists 
west of Heartbreak, stuck to their 


foxholes and trendies and cut 
down the shouting Reds. 


Monday 110 fighter-bombers, 


most of them operating over the 
eastern ridges, bombed, burned 
and strafed the Reds in front- 
line action. 


The Eighth army said ground 


forces inflicted 11,705 casualties 
on the Reds last week. These in- 
cluded 7,000 Reds killed, 3,500 
wounded and 575 captured. 


Two Planes Lost 


In the air war Communist anti- 


aircraft guns shot down two 
American planes Tuesday—an F- 
80 Shooting Star jet and a re- 
connaissance plane. The Fifth air 
force said there was "no chance of 
pilot survival."

marching into South Korea came 
as a complete surprise to the polit- 
buro in Russia. But,'now the Rus- 
sians are using it to try to dent 
our armor." 


Call It a War 


Kazmayer maintained that the 


fight in Korea should be called a 
war rather than a "UN police 
action." He said if we do call it a 
war as it should be named, "then 
it would be transparently clear 
that Douglas MacArthur was right 
in how we must fight this war.' 


"We should clean up the Korean 


situation." 


As for the United Nations, Kaz- 


mayer said that the UN is a hope 
and only a hope. What is needed to 
make it succeed is common princi- 
ples and common policies. "There 
will be no common principles and 
common policies as long as Russia 
and we do not see eye to eye." 


Sees Socialism 


Kazmayer expressed great con- 


cern over the fact that the United 
States might be heading down the 
road to socialism. In fact, he said, 
at present we are too close for 
comfort 


He said that socialism in Eng- 


land has been a failure, but that 
the United States has usually fol- 
lowed five or six years behind the 
political trend in England. He 
stated this might mean socialism 
will be here soon. 


Smothers Incentive 


The main trouble with socialism 


as it works in England, according 
to Kazmayer, is that it eliminates 
any risk capital which might be 
used to create 'new businesses 
which might bring new markets 
and in turn a boost in our econ- 
omy. 


What has caused this nation to 


be great, he said, has been an in- 
centive to work to earn money so 
that this money can be saved and 
invested to earn more money. 


"We must remember that the 


government cannot make wealth 
or make us strong. This can only 
be done by the people. However, it 
has become the idea in the past 
few years that all things stem 
from government action." 


He's for Taft 


Kazmayer said that he thought 


Taft should have been nominated 
president in 1948. "He would have 
given the people the basic facts 
financially. I hope that he won't 
be overlooked this time." 


In answer to a question Kaz- 


mayer said he thought that Taft 
could beat Truman but that the 
Ohio senator could not beat Eisen- 
hower. 


Kazmayer said he received in- 


formation yesterday that Truman 
may not run for president on the 
Democratic ticket in 1952. He said 
that he was informed that the 


president is being urged to step 
aside for Eisenhower. 


"What is needed in Washington 


now is Bernard Baruch, Douglas 
MacArthur and Herbert Hoover, 
men.who have a non-political over- 
all viewpoint" Kazmayer said. 


Need a Faith 


"We have the greatest nation 


in the world today, but we must 
watch that we do not fall just as 
every other great nation in the 
world has done." 


Kazmayer concluded that we 


need a faith to fight the religion 
of Communism. He said we need 
motivation in this fight for surviv- 
al. 


"Let's not be smug. The laws of 


God apply to us just as much as 
they do to other people."

in her home when the murder took 
place about dawn on Sept 9. The 
presence of another man or his 
identity has not been brought out 
by the prosecution.

Made Public Today

mittee was requested to make its 
own suggestions for improvement 
in department services, independ- 
ent of the rural survey. 


This special committee report 


was made public today by Harry 
M. Combrink, state mobilization 
committee chairman. He also is 
chairman of the state Productra 
and 
Marketing

with headquarters in Decatur. 


"We do not agree with the 


recommendations in the provision- 
al report that the extension service 
be compelled to discontinue all 
operating relationships with any 
farm organization," the committee 
report said. 


Compiled as Pattern 


The provisional report was corn* 


piled by a special agriculture d^ 
partment committee for use as* 
pattern for conducting the review 
program. 


It describes agency services and 


makes tentative recommendations 
for changes in the services. 


"The extension service should, 


in cooperation with the 'various 
federal, state and county organi- 
zations, both governmental and 
non-governmental, be free to de- 
termine how it can best serve agr^ 
culture and the public intereaw 
most effectively," the state com- 
mitte report said. 


Grants One-Third 


Of about $3,100,000 spent in 


Illinois for extension work last 
year, $961,458 came from federal 
tax money, $625,771 from state 
taxes, and about $1,500,000 from 
farm people through their mem- 
bership dues in county farm and 
home bureaus. 


"Since federal funds for t» 


extension services are grants in 
aid to the states and constitute 
less than one third of the total 
sum for extension services in 
Illinois, the state agencies are pri- 
marily involved and farm families 
should have a major responsi- 
bility for determining the organ- 
ization of the service in the state," 
the report added. 


Need Local Support 


"It is imperative that the adft 


tive participation of local people 
be secured in the development, 
supervision and operation of pro- 
grams. People have more interest 
in programs when they help for- 
mulate them and pay directly to 
their support." 


Concerning the Production and 


Marketing Administration, the re- 
port said that "it is not considered 
advisable to expand the services 
of this agency at the present tinnfl, 
even though the services rendered 
by PMA in stabilizing farm in- 
come and in soil improvement are 
recognized."
